A possible change of three seats in 
Georgia's congressional delegation was 
indicated tonight on incomplete and 
unofficial returns. 

Only six of the state's 10 congres- 
sional places were contested, four go- 
ing in without opposition. In the 
contested districts three -nominated 
representatives by unit vote and three 
by popular. 

In the first district Representative 
Homer C. Parker, of Statesboro, was 
trailing in his race for re-election. He 
had an indicated unit vote of 18 
against 28 for Hugh Peterson, of 
Ailey, brother-in-law of the state’s 
junior senator, Richard B. Russell Jr. 
Albert L. Cobb, of Savannah, had 
two units. 

As in all the unit vote districts in- 
dicated” counties meant some were 
incomplete and later returns could 
change the vote. 

Representative Braswell Deen, of 
Alma, also was trailing in the eighth 
(popular vote). He had 2,382 votes 
to 2.709 for W. B. Gibbs, of Jesup.

The plant had 
been closed and _ picketed since the 
strike began. The shooting occurred 
at the mill gate. 

Gorman Protests. 
* Gorman’s first message to President 
Roosevelt asked him to advise the 
state governors who have put troops 
into the field to urge that the latter 
use all possible fairness in their ac- 
tivities. * 

Governors of sereral states have 
called state troops into action in the 
strike of textile. workers,” he said. 
“So far as we can learn and observe, 
the principal funetion of these troops 
is to protect strikebreakers. 

“I know that governors have full 
control of their state troops but 
feel sure, at the same time that a 
word of advice from you urging fair- 
ness in the use of troops where used 
at all in a strictly impartial man- 
ner would be helpful. : 

“We know ‘that there is no need

moved downward from 1922 to 1932. 
In 1932 the volume of production 
touched a low of 80 (with the 1910 
14 average equalling 100), or about 


the level of 1901. 
Progress. 
It is an “eloquent reminder” of eco-, 


nomic progress, says Dr. Dickinson, 
that the bottom of our most severe 
depression found us producing as much 
per capita as we did in the relatively 
good year of 1901.”

gress to enact legislation requiring 
passenger ships to be constructed as 
completely fireproof as possible, as 
a result of the Morro e dis- 
15 ident disclosed today in 
e presiden ay 
his regular press conference that he 
wants all-steel passenger vessels and 
believes that even equipment mate- 
rial can be made of fireproof ma- 
terial. 

The Morro Castle was a ateel- 
hulled ship but its decks, walls and 
interior fittings were — made of 
wood. Testimony at the New York 
inquiry brought out the fact that the 
partitions and paneling in the area 
where the fire broke out were con- 
structed mostly of light wood and 
fiberboard of a highly inflammable 


type. 

Also, Mr. Roosevelt disclosed at his 
regular press conference today that 
he expects the department of justice 
to take whatever action may be re- 
quired as a result of the inquiry into 
the Morro Castle fire which cost 
more than 100 lives, 

It is the conviction of the president 
that the time is past when ‘passen- 
gers at sea should ride in vessels 
susceptible to a conflagration such as 
the Morro Castle blaze. 

He feels that almost every piece of 
equipment aboard ship can be of a 
reasonably fireproof nature. 

Mr. Roosevelt carefully _refrafned 
today from passing any judgment on 
the Morro Castle burning pending 
conclusion of the investigation, but 
he left no doubt that he expecte 
congress to act at the next session. 
In response to an inquiry, he said if 
any facts warranted it he expected 
the department of justice to stand by 
for action. 

In connection with shipping he 
added that he intended to see to it 
that the American merchant marine 
is maintained, and added it was nec- 
essary that government subsidies be 
continued to assure this. He said a 
subsidy was to be given as such and 
not by the route of ocean mail con- 
tracts or other forms.

William Gordon Brantley, who rep- 
resented the 11th Georgia district in 
congress from 1897 to 1913, died in 
his sleep here early today. 


Arrangements were made for bu- 
rial at Blackshear, Ga., his. boyhood 
home. : 

Since declining renomination in 
1913, Judge Brantley has practiced 
law in Washington and, although in 
his 74th year, was active until his 
death. He was vice president and 
eneral counsel of the Fruit Growers 

press Company and counsel for the 

residents’ conference committee on 
ederal valuation of the country’s rail- 
roads. 4 

The veteran legislator and attorney 
was well yesterday, complaining only 
of slight indigestion before retiring 
last night. His wife, the former Mary 
George Linn, of Birmingham, Ala., 
and a daughter, Mary Elizabeth, were 
at home when he died. 

Funeral arrangements awaited the 
arrival tomorrow of a son, William 
Gordon Brantley Jr., from Asheville, 


kN. C. It was probable the body would 


be put aboard a train for Blackshear 
late tomorrow, and the funeral held 
there Friday or Saturday. 


Two other daughters and ‘two oth- 
er sons survive, they are Miss Jes- 
sie Kate Brantley and Mrs. Harvey 
D. Griffin, both of ‘Blackshear; Linn 
McCrae Brantley, of Jacksonville, 
Fla., and George Daniel Brantley, of 
Philadelphia. 


Judge Brantley was born ‘at Black- 
shear September 18, 1860, and lived 
there until his removal to Brunswick 
in 1889. After finishing the common 
schools he attended the University of 
Georgia. He represented Pierce coun- 
ty in the Georgia house in 1884-85 
and .the third senatorial district in 
the Georgia senate 1886-87.  Brant- 
ley was elected solicitor-general of the 
Brunswick circuit for the eight years 
following. 

In 1897 he was elected to congress 
and served eight terms. He was re- 
membered in the house as an orator 
of ability. 

His first wife, Jessie Kate West- 
brook, of Waycross, Ga., died in 1895. 
His second marriage was in 1901. 


RETIRED VOLUNTARILY 
IN ELEVENTH DISTRICT 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Sept. 12.—(/) 
William Gordon Brantley, who died at 
Washington today, retired voluntarily 
from congress as a representative from 
the old eleventh district at a time 
when thousands were urging him to 
continue. He had succeeded the late 
Henry G. Turner and held the office 
for 16 years. . 

He was serving as solicitor general 
of the Brunswick circuit which includ- 
ed 11 counties, at the time of Judge 
Turner's death. 
held by democrats at St. Simons Island 
and Brantley was placed in nomina- 
tion. He was elected to each suc- 
2 term with little or no opposi- 
ion. : 

He resided at Blackshear when so- 
licitor general, but moved to Bruns- 
wick later and lived here until he went 
to Washington. He still maintained 
his home here "s prima 
the first elec in 
failed to vote by absentee ballot since 
leaving Brunswick. 

Often after he retired from 
gress, Mr. Brantley was urged by lead- 
ing Georgians to become a candidate 
for return to the house of representa- 
tives. He always declined, however, 
saying he had retired from politics. 

He was much sought as a speaker 
for his gift of oratory and many of 
his friends insisted had he remained 
in congress after the election of Wood- 
row Wilson, he would have stood a 
fine chance of becoming speaker of the 
house. He retired from the house 
with Wilsoy’s inauguration.

One hundred and fifty years ago, a 
little boy was growing up -in r- 
many. His mother had died when he 
was only 9 months of age, and now, 
hardly more than a baby, he was 
meeting life in a household where lit- 
tle care was given to him or to his 
brothers. The children were under 
the charge of servants who did not 
watch over them very well. Their 
father, a minister, was busy with 
church duties, and did not give them 
much time. 


entered a regular school. He write 
a book called “The Education of 
Man,” and in it spoke of the years 
which should be cared for before a 
child reached the age of 7. 


When he was 55 years old, he 
started what he called a “kindergar- 
ten,” a German name meaning “gar- 
den of children.” His idea was that 
tiny children should be. cared for 
well, just as should flowers and other 
plants in a garden. 

I wish I could say that Froebel’s 
plan caught hold quickly in other 
places; ‘but that was not the case. 
The progress of the kindergarten was 
slow, and though he lived to the age 
of 70, Froebel did not see it widely 
adopted. 

Froebel, however, had given an idea 
to the world, an idea with writings to 
tell about it; and after his death, it 
was worked out in many places. He 
had said that small children should be 
given wooden balls of many colors, 
paper for cutting and folding, cla 
for modeling, and other things wit 
which to play. At the present time 
there are thousands of kindergartens

South's 1eason for not allowing 
East and West to obtain the contract 
was their part-score; and even though 
his redouble was dangerous, with such 
a wealth of high cards South could 
hardly be blamed for thinking that 
he could take eight tricks. South 
should have been wise enough to fore- 
see the fact that if North’s hand were 
barren of entries he would become 
bottled up in his own hand and be 
set, but hardly anyone could have 
foretold the fact thit all but two of 
South’s honors would “go to bed,” 
and that he would be set the stag- 
gering total of 5,400 points. 

Against tke redoubled two-notrump 
contract West opened the heart eight, 
on which East played the queen and 
South the ace. A glance at the dum- 
my revealed the fact that there was 
no chance of taking the diamond fi- 
nesse, and South should have laid 
down the ace, hoping that the king 
would by some chance be a singleton 
and drop. But South misread the 
hand and thought that West, having 
bid and doubled, must hold the dia- 
mond king, whereupon South attempt- 
ed a Wry futile bit of deception and 
led the diamond jack, This trick East 
won with the king “and. led the nine 
of spades, on which South played the 
jack and West the queen. West put 
Kast back in the lead with the heart 
king, and by leading through South’s 
king of spades again East established 
the entire spade suit for West. 

Now when West ran off the bal- 
ance of his spades South was forced 
to discard down to three cards. One 
of these had to be the high diamond, 
or West could have won a trick with 
the ten. Likewise, two of them had 
to be clubs, or West could have 
dropped Sourh’s club king by leading 
the ace, and thus have allowed East 
to win tricks with the club queen and 
nine, At the end South therefore 
held the ace of diamonds: and the 
king-jack of clubs and. West had the 
ten of diamonds and the ace-eight of 
clubs. East had nothing left but 
clubs. West led the diamond, forcing 
South into the lead with his ace. Now 
South was forced to lead a lub from 
his king-jack combination, and Bast 
and West won the last two tricks. 
The only tricks South won were his 
two aces, aud he was sét six tricks, 
vulnerable and redoubled. 


Consider the startling difference had 
South, holding nothing more in hi 
cards, been able by some special dis- 
pensation of the gods to lead from 
dummy after: winning the ace of 
hearts. A small diamond led by North 
would have trapped East's king, and 
the entire suit would have become es- 
tablished. On the fourth round of 
diamonds North could have been 
placed in the lead again, and the fifth 
diamond led, om which South would 
discard the heart seven. Now a club 
would be led by dummy and South's 
ten played. West could win this with 
the ace, and then could put East in 
the lead with a heart. But when East 
led a spade South would simply play 
the jack and West would be forced 
either to lay down the spade ace and 
concede tricks to South's spade king 
and club king, or to lead # club into 
South’s king-jack tenace and give him 
two tricks that way. South would 
thus win five diamonds, one heart, 
and either two clubs or one club and 
one spade—eight tricks in all, which 
would have given bim the redoubled 
eontract (280 points), and the -rub- 
ber (500 points). The right to lead 
from dummy would have made à dif- 
ference of 6,180 points in South’s

have never seen the famous reptile ex- 
hibit in St. Louis, so there is a chance 
that I have missed it completely—nor 
have I seen any description of one 
in books, nor is it ineluded in the 
checklist. nor have I seen a picture 
of one anywhere. More than that, I 
have never met any herpetologist who 
has ever seen one or who ever knew 
anybody that has actually seen one. 
Still, I am confident that recognition 
will be instantaneous. 

You see, it is the habits of the 
snake that are so utterly distiactive.

Enzyme Seen as Possible Source 
Of Immunity to Cancerous Growth

CLEVELAND, Sept. 12.—()— 
Discovery of a source of probable im- 
munity to cancer was reported to the 
American Chemical Society here to- 
day. It was advanced as a 
explanation of the fact that only 
about one person in 10 has cancer. 

The immunizing substance is a 
chemical most abundant in the kid- 
neys, of both men and animals. It 
is an enzyme, named phosphatase. Its 
regular function is to split up the 
sugars and phosphates as the body 
uses them for food. 

The laboratory and médical evi- 
dence on this enzyme was described 
by Dr. E. F. Schroeder and Dr. El- 
lice McDonald, of the cancer research 
laboratories of the University of 
Pennsylvania Graduate School of 
Medicine. 

“The enzyme phosphatase,” they, 

said, “which splits up the carbohy- 
drate phosphate combinations of the 
body and resides mostly in the kidney, 
1 associated with immu- 
nity. 
“For animals which have this en- 
zyme in high amount were immune 
to cancer. It was also found that in 
animals that had cancer this enzyme, 
phosphatase, decreased during tumor 
growth.” 

Its state was also altered in ani- 
mals that had cancer and it was only 
about one-third as active as the en- 
zyme in non-cancerous animals.“ 

In contrast to this desertion of the 


kidney and sluggishness there during 
cancer, the enzyme was found to have 
become more active in the blood. They 
said it appeared that whatever acti- 
vated this enzyme was transferred 
during cancer from the kidney to the 


possible | blood 


“In human beings with cancer,” the 
report went on, “a similar condition 
was found and the phosphatase was 
more active.” 

Phosphatase is not the only enzyme 
which altered its behavior during can- 
cer. The while picture indicated that 
“immunity or resistance to cancer is 
associated with a greater activity of 
some enzymes and a lessened activity 
of certain other enzymes.” 

Another of these enzymes was ar- 
ginase, which appears in the liver. 
Its regular function is to change the 
little known body chemical arginine 
into urea and other substances. 


When an animal had cancer, the 
arginase decreased in the liver and 
began concentrating in the tumorous 
growth. The faster the cancer grew, 
the more was the arginase found 
there. Also this enzyme was then 
more active than normally. 

These researches,” the report said, 
„point to conclusion that the occur- 
rence and growth of cancer is depend- 
ent upon and influenced by the 
enzymes which are produced in the 
various organs of the body—and that 
cancer is not a local but a systemic 
disease.“

IS REPORTED FOUND 
FOR BLOOD MALADY 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 12.—()—A 
quick, easy cure for agranulocytosis, 
one of the diseases which bas n 
spreading with the use of sedatives in 
modern high-tension living was describ- 
ed to the American Chemical Society 
here today. 

A few drops daily of a new extract 
of bone marrow taken by mouth is 
the remedy. The disease is destruc- 
tion of the white blood cells, its cause 
very obscure, 

Until recently this has been a fair- 
ly rare disease, and nearly always fa- 
tal. An upswing in the number of 
cases attracted so much attention that 
in the last three years medical men 
and scientists have written about 500 
papers concerning it. 

Many of these cases followed use 
of sedatives. There is a medical con- 
troversy about the cause; some physi- 
cians have reported that agranulocy- 
tosis may appear after use of barbi- 
turic acid sedatives, while other au- 
thorities find that this cause alone is 
insufficient, 

Certainty is expressed that out of 
thousands and perhaps millions of 
doses of sedatives, only a few per- 
sons develop symptoms of the blood 
disease,

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DATA ON COTTON LOANS 
MAILED U. 5. BANKERS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Re- 
sponding to appeals made recently 
by Senator Walter F. George and 
Representatives Brown and Owen, of 
Georgia, officials of the department of 
agriculture today said that the com- 
modity credit association had mailed 
to all bankers and other lending agen- 
cies circular letters giving instrue- 
tions as to how 12-cent loans on cot- 
ton are to be made. It was also 
learned that government printing 
office officials will begin mailing out 
to banks next Monday the necessary 
forms for making loans to growers on 
their cotton, 

Under the plan which was ordered 
by President Roosevelt several weeks 
ago a farmer can secure a loan of 12 
cents a pound on cotton produced this 
year or any other cotton he may have 
on hand. If prices go up as is antici- 
pated in view of the short crop the 
farmer will get the benefit. If the 
price goes down the grower will not 
be liable for tke loss. 


Cotton on which farmers have al- 
ready borrowed 10 cents a pound is 
good collateral for an additional 2 
cents for the 2,000,000 bales now in 
the AAA pool which was allocated to 
farmers at 6 cents a pound for their 
co-operation in the 1933 plow-up cam- 
paign. All loans will bear 4 per cent 
interest and will mature on July 31, 
1935, unless cotton reaches 15 cents 
a pound, in which case the commodity 
credit corporation has the right to 
declare the note immediately due. 
Only farmers who signed cotton acre- 
age agreements are eligible to take 
advantage of the 12-cent loan plan.

was indicated tonight. 

Moré than $100,000 in cash and 
bonds has been discovered by search- 
ers, guarded by police, in secret hid- 
ing places in the modest home of the 
89-year-old widow who died here Sat- 
urday. 

The “treasure hunt,” employing the 
expert aid of locksmiths and carpen- 
ters, went on tonight with nine $1,000 
bills as the objective. Relatives be- 
lieved the bills were hidden somewhere 
about the house where the aged widow 
lived .in seclusion. 

The estate also included real estate 
valued at more than $75,000, from 
which Mrs. Cox was believed to have 
received an annual income of approxi- 
mately $8,000. 

Lines in the battle for possession of 


the fortune were drawn between de- 
scendants of Mrs. Cox’s only sister, 
Mrs. Barbara Norden, and descend- 
ants of her two brothers, John and 
Michael Steele. . 

Frank C. Norden, one of four living 
children of Mrs. Norden, has been ap- 
pointed special administrator of the 
estate, 

A petition was filed in probate 
court late today by heirs from the 
Steele side of the family: seeking the 
appointment as administrator of 
James H. Steele, 53-year-old unem- 
ployed iron molder, of Birmingham, 
and a son of John Steele, one of Mrs.

Strike Situation Contin- 
ues Quiet Despite Shut- 
downs.

Three more textile mills closed in 
Georgia Wednesday bringing to 42,240 
the total number of idle workers in 
the state. 

The Real Silk Hosiery Mills at 
Dalton did not open Wednesday be- 
cause of a walkout cf employes as 
400 persons joined the strike 

Textile operations at Columbus 
were completely paralyzed when the 
Archer Hosiery Mill, a rayon plant, 
closed its doors for lack of sufficient 
workers to continue operations. The 
mill, which had about 300 pickets 
surrounding it when officials decided 
to shutdown this morning, had con- 
tinued operations unhampered after 
the strike, although all other textile 
plants at Columbus closed down soon 
after the general strike order became 
effective. 

The Rushton mill, one of the smaller 
Griffin mills, closed for an indefinite 
period Wednesday after several work- 
ers had quit Tuesday. The plant em- 
ploys 250 workers. Other Griffin 
mills operated on a normal basis, but 
several had guards around them. 

The Mandeville mills ac Carrollton, 
which were scheduled to reopen Wed- 
nesday, did not operate, but officials 
said. the mills would open Thursday. 
There were no pickets around the mills 
and no disturbance was reported. 

T. M. Forbes, secretary of the Geor- 
gia Cot.on Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, said that 50 of the state's 150 
mills were still operating. Eighty-two 
mills. with a total of 2,045,036 
spindles, are closed down, but Forbes 
said 31 of the mills had been shut- 
down by outsiders., The mills still 
running have 1,211,942 sp‘ndles, 

Nine Georgia milis, using 77,496 
spindles, were shutdown before the 
general strike began for lack of busi- 
ness, Forbes said, adding that they 
were not included in the mills closed 
by the strike. The association has no 
records of nine »maller mills. 

Eight mills have been closed this 
week, Forbes said.
